Review 

Livestock  prices  declined  during  the  week  October  13  IS. 
Hogs  bro  e  ""<■  SI  aiid  fat  lambs  25  50cj  per  LOO  lbs.  Feeding 
lambs  however  sold  readily.  Heavy  beef  steers  declined  50c" 
whereas  yearlings  sold  readily  at  strong  to  25c  higher  prices. 

Wholesale  fresh  uieal  trade  was  rather  draggy,  partly  because 

of  several  holidays  which  occurred  'luring  the  week.      Despite 

fact,  however,  prices  worked  slightly  higher.     Fresh  pork 

loins  were  an  except  ion,  declines  on  that  kind  of  meat  ranging 

from  $]    $5  per  100  pounds. 

Butter  markets  steadied  somewhat  on  top  grades  during  the 
■  i  i  ..  i  <  iber  13  18,  but  were  generally  unsi  btled  as  the  week 
progressed,  with  weakness  apparent  at  the  close.  The  storage 
situation  continued  to  be  an  important  influence.  Production 
is  holding  up  remarkably.  Foreign  markets  were  firm,  but  ex- 
ports light. 

Cheese  markets  developed  a  somewhat  unsettled  feeling 
during  the  week.  slight  reaction  following  previous  weeks' 
declines  did  nol  stimulate  active  business.  Then-  appears  to 
b<  a  tendency  toward  an  increase  in  storage  surplus  since  the 
firs!  "i"  the  month,  as  a  result  of  slow  business.  This,  together 
with  heavy  fall  production  and  the  influence  of  an  unsettled 
butter  market  offered  little  basis  fur  confidence.

A  barrel  ol"  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  sweets  was  bringing  as 
low  as  $2.30,  with  top  priee  $4.50  in  the  West.      Bushel  hamp- 
ers from  other  sections   ranged  anywhere  from  $1   to  $2.40. 
Chief  sources  of  sweet  potato  supply  soon  will  be  shifting  to 
States  of  Delaware,  Maryland,  and  New  Jersey. 

Renewed  export  buying  advanced  wheat  prices  to  new  high 
levels.  Rye  prices  advanced  with  wheat  and  upon  good  export 
demand.  Corn  and  oats  were  lower  as  the  weather  continued 
to  be  favorable  for  maturing  corn  crop.  Barley  market  was 
lirm  while  rlax  continued  its  upward  trend. 

Feed  markets  were  quiet. — Price-  for  practically  all  descrip- 
tions were  from  50  cent-   si. 50  per  ton  lower.     Oil  meals  were 
decidedly  weak  as  a  result  of  a  let-up  in  exports.     The  domestic 
demand  was  light  with  fall  pasturage  in  mosl  sections  excell 
Production  and  -locks  were  good.     The  movement  was  heavy. 

The  hay  market  was  quiet  to  dull.  Low  grades  were  not 
wanted,  and  some  consignments  of  this  hay  resulted  in  heavy 
losses  to  shippers.  Timothy  was  quid  to  dull  with  receipt-  at 
mosl  markets  more  than  equal  lo  buyers'  needs.  The  alfalfa 
market  was  .-ready  with  slightly  more  active  demand.  Prairie 
ruled  steady  to  dull. 

Timothy  seed  movement  during  the  t  w . .  week-  ending  Octo- 
ber 7  failed  to  catch  up  with  that  of  last  year  or  two  year-  ago, 
according  to  information  received  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
ment, of  Agriculture.  Up  to  October  7  about  70'.  of  the  crop 
had  left  growers'  hands  compared  with  85$  last  year  and  80$ 
two  years  ago. 

The  corn  crop  of  the  world  appears  to  be  much  smaller  than 
la-t  year,  the  forecasts  for  -even  countries  reporting  being  17.2 
per  cent  less  than  the  production  of  these  countries  Ias1  year. 
The  United  States  and  Canada  indicate  decreases  of  about  500,- 
000.000  bushels  each,  and  Italy  and  Hungary  indicate  in-

Potato  production  in  11  European  countries  i-  .limited  to 
be  a  little  larger  this  year  than  last,  some  reporting  increa*

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Fresh  Meat  Prices  Unevenly  Higher 

Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and  Chicago 

Two  Jewish  holidays  and  the  observance  of  Columbus  Day 
in  some  of  the  eastern  cities,  luid  a  tendency  to  reduce  whole- 
t'resh-meat  trade  during  The  week  ending  October  17.  The 
distribution  of  meat  in  a  wholesale  way  was  rather  uneven, 
receipts  si  New  York  being  rather  generous,  wherei  B<  bon's 
supply  was  .somewhat  light.  Price  movements  were  slightly 
mixed,  with  the  general  trend  upward.  Beef  ranged  from 
50f-$l  lugher  at  eastern  markets,  with  cow  beef  ."in- .•-••>!  lower 
at  Chicago;  veal  ranged  from  steady  to  SI  higher,  with  lamb 
S1-S2  higher;  mutton  prices  were  practically  unchanged  for 
the  week.  Shoulder  cuts  of  fresh  pork  were  steady  to  50(i 
higher  at  eastern  markets,  but  generally  lower  at  Chicago, 
Boston  butts  showing  a  net  decline  of  $4  per  100  lbs.  Pork 
loins  were  weak  everywhere,  declines  ranging  from  SI-  $5  per 
100  lbs.  Imports  of  meat  and  meat  products  at  New  York 
included  3,439  pound-  1    pork,   30,035  pounds  of  pork 

.  5,804  pounds  pork  tenderloins,  7.055  pounds  of  pork  loins, 
i  1  pounds  of  spare  ribs,  aud  S.G2S  pounds  of  pork  trimmings 
i  Canada;  also  180,008  pounds  of  canned  corned  beef  from 
South  America,  togethei  with  24,170  pounds  of  meal  and  meat 
products  from  Europe  and  the  British  Isli 

Beef. — Receipts  of  beef  as  a  rule  decreased,  compared  with 
those  of  a  week  earlier.  Trade  was  rather  slow,  however, 
bu  i    to   follow   the   advances  which   sellers 

mprted  to  establish.     At  Chicago  demand  for  better  weight 
car>  '>wed   some    improvement,    largely    because    of    a 

scarcity  of  light  weights.  At  eastern  markets  closing  prices 
were  generally  50^-Sl  net  higher,  but  at  Chicago  the  advance 
was  confined  to  good  and  choice  steer  beef,  cow  beef  declining 
51       H   per  LOQ.lbs. 

Veal. — Good  and  choice  milk  veal  were  rather  scarce  at  all 

markets,  but  the  lower  grades  and  heavier  weight  veal  were  in 

liberal  supply.     Trade  was  draggy.  Chicago  was  weak  through- 

and  closed  about  $1  lower.     At  eastern  markets,  however, 

selh  led  in  working  prices  up  about  SI  on  some  grades. 

Lamb. —  Under  liberal  receipts  and  a  fair  demand  a  reason- 
ably large  quantity  of  lamb  was  worked  into  consuming  chan- 
nels. Part  of  the  early  advance  in  prices  was  lost  later  in  the 
v  ■    k.  but  at  the  close  quotations  ranged  from  $1— "$2  net  higher. 

Mellon. — There  was  considerable  unevenncss  in  supplies, 
but  at  no  point  was  there  complaint  of  a  scarcity.  Liberal 
offerings  of  iamb  had  a  depressing  effect  on  mutton  trade,  and 
the  tone  was  generally  weak.  Actual  price  changes,  however, 
were  negligible. 

Pork. — Receipts  at  eastern  markets  showed  some  incn  a 
bsri  at  Chicago  supplies  were  limited.  Buyers  rather  rebelled 
al  the  price-  a  ked  end  tellers  were  forced  to  reduce  them  in 
order  to  effect  clearances.  Pork  loin  prices  broke  from  $1  ■•■'> 
]>e:  100  His.,  lighter  weights  declining  most.  Shoulder  i 
were,  as  a  rule,  in  limited  supply,  and  prices  at  eastern  markets 
were  firm  I  i  "xv  higher,  Chicago  however  declined  50p-$l  on 
picnics  and  $  t  on  Boston  style  butts.

Imports  of  red  clover  ince  July  have  been  small,  16 

lbs.    having    been    imported    during    the    thr<  I  ily- 

September  compared  with  none  last  year,  226,600  lbs.  two  years 
ago,  and  1,792,900  lbs.  three  years  ago  for  the  same  period. 

The  red  clover  seed  crop  in  Europe  is  considerably  sm 
than  the  large  crop  of  last  year  and  prices   have  advan 
materially  during  t lie  past  few  weeks.     Alth  mgh  the  crops  in 
France  and    Italy    probably   are  smaller   than    last    year 
decrease  in   these  countries  is  not  so   marked   as   in   Czecho- 
slovakia, Hungary.  Rumania,  Poland.   England,  and  Germany. 
The  latest  information  (Oct.  3)  from  Europe  indicates  thai  the 
crop  in  Czechoslovakia,   Poland,   and    Hungary   probably   will 
turn  out  better  than  was  expected  some  time  ago  because  of 
favorable  weather  at  harvest  time.

Good  Quality  Potatoes  in  Maine 

Weal  her  during  early  October  was  very  favorable  for  har- 
vesting potatoes  in  the  Aroostook  section  of  Maine,  and  it 
was  estimated  that  about  80$  of  the  crop  had  been  dup,  and 
cither  stored  or  shipped.  If  this  is  a  fact,  it  means  that  about 
50fo  of  the  total  had  been  harvested  between  October  4  and 
Hi,  which  is  a  record  for  Maine. 

According  to  reports  from  the  Federal  market   news  repre- 
sentative at  Presque  Isle,  low  prices  prevailing  throughout  the 
digging  season  caused  a  larger  portion  of  the  early  liar-. 
go  to  storage,  and  practically  all  available  space  has  been  lillcil. 
There  was  a  rather  acute  shortage  of  storage  spare  in  mid- 
October.     .Most  of  the  crop  remaining  to  be  gathered  mi 
shipped  as  it  is  dug.     There  is  also  a  considerable  quantity  of 
potatoes  in  open  storage  that  must  be  moved  before  cold  v.  i 
comes.      This  will  tend  to  make  shipments  for  the  last  half  of

Dairy  and  Poultry 


Butter  Markets  Steadier  on  Top  Grades 

Following  Monday  of  the  week  October  1 3—  1 S ,  which  was 
quite  generally  observed  as  a  holiday,  butter  markets  appeaxed 
to  have  steadi  I  -  rmewhat.  Supplies  of  goods  scoring  90  and 
better  were  not  too  plentiful  as  seasonal  quality  defects  became 
more  noticeable.  Under  these  conditions  a  little  more  confi- 
dence developed  and  some  fractional  advances  were  attained. 
Trade  was  not  active,  but  was  sufficient  to  keep  receipt-  30 
well  cleared  that  buyers  were  forced  to  pay  premiums  on 
occasional  lots.  The  greater  part  of  the  steadiness,  however, 
was  plainly  based  upon  the  limited  availability  of  ton  grades. 
Medium  and  undergrades  were  usually  in  poor  demand.  Some 
accumulation  was  evidenced  and  on  this  class  of  goods  it  was  a 
buyer's  market  with  an  unsettled  tone  dominating.  At  the 
close  of  the  week  this  unsettled  tone  developed  into  a  general 
feeling  of  weakness,  fractional  advances  at  Chicago  were  lost, 
and  more  pronounced  declines  affected  the  eastern  markets. 
Apparently  the  shakiness  of  what  might  be  called  the  under 
structure  of  the  whole  market  was  beginning  to  affect  what 
had  been  the  apparently  steady  and  well-built  superstructure. 

Although  generally  in  the  background,  the  storage  situation 
remained  as  the  most  important  weakening  factor.  On  Mon- 
day the  monthly  cold-storage  report  as  of  October  1  was  re- 
leased. Butter  holdings  on  that  date  were  given  as  1.53.271,000 
lbs.  While  this  figure  was  somewhat  more  than  three  million 
lbs.  lighter  than  the  month  previous,  the  surplus  this  year  over 
last,  which  on  September  1  was  53,709,000  lbs.,  had  increased 
to  57.154,000  lbs. 

Although  weekly  decreases  in  production  were  indicated  by 
all  reports,  yet  the  ratio  of  this  year  to  last  showed  little  change. 
The  combination  of  circumstances  which  resulted  in  this  con- 
tinued heavy  production  at  a  time  when  the  storage  surplus 
is  not  only  one  of  the  largest  011  record,  but  is  actually  increas- 
ing, gave  rise  to  the  pessimistic  sentiment  which  was  wide- 
spread. The  American  Association  of  Creamery  Butter  Manu- 
facturers reported  a  decrease  of  4.5%  from  the  preceding  week 
and  an  increase  over  the  same  week  last  year  of  15.6%.  The 
report  of  the  Minnesota  Cooperative  Creameries  Association, 
Inc.  showed  a  decrease  of  5.43%  from  the  previous  week,  but 
with  the  same  two  hundred  plants  reporting,  an  increase  over 
last  year  of  21  %.  Production  conditions  were  reported  as  good, 
with  pastures  green  and  only  a  few  killing  frosts  in  northern 
sections.  Apparently  the  only  condition  which  seemed  to  favor 
a  decided  falling  ofr  in  production  this  winter  was  the  outlook 
for  high  prices  on  concentrated  feed. 

Foreign  markets  were  reported  as  developing  some  additional 
firmness  on  fancy  butter  during  the  week.  At  Copenhag 
the  selling  price  was  1115  kroner  per  220  pounds,  which  at  the 
exchange  rate  of  17.27  equaled  18.27  cents  per  p"  ind.  Bxpi 
during  the  week  amounted  to  4,500  tubs  and  95  casks.  Six 
hundred  tubs  were  billed  to  Hamburg,  the  remainder  to  Eng- 
land. Reports  of  returns  from  butter  alreadj  consigned  to 
England  were  not  available  but  apparently  even  with  somewhat 
higher  prices  prevailing  in  l.  ipi  in  markets  the  prospects  of 
relieving  our  domestic  situation  by  export  did  not  appear 
bright  at  current  prices. 


Cheese  Markets  Easier  and  Unsettled 

The  Wisconsin  cheese  markets  were  easy  and  unsettled  the 

r  part  of  the  week  October   13    Is.      B  lytrs   had  not   yet 
developed  any  confidence  in  the  situation.      The  extreme  price 

reductions  wliich  occurred  October  3  and  4  on  the  Plyn th 

cheese  boards  resulted  in  widespread  uncertainty  and  aervous- 
and   the  slight  reaction   which  occurred   October   10  ap- 
parently did  not  help  matters  a  gnat  deal.      Trade  was  d 
with  orders  small  and  scattering;,  although   toward  thi 
of  the  week  some  slight  improvement   was  noted.     However, 
with  general  confidence  not  materially  increased,  with  the  butter 
market  apparently  in  rather  unsatisfactory  condition,  with  the 
cheese  surplus  showing  a  tendency  to  increase  as  the 
progresses,  and  production  keeping  up  very  well,  considering 
the  lateness  of  the  season,  little  real  basis  for  confidence  was 
found. 

The  storage  report  of  the  total  Y.  S.  holdings  ober  1 

which  was  issued  during  the  week  showe  amounting 


to  73,087,060  lbs.,  and  indicated  that  the  surplus  this  year  over 
the  same  date  a  year  ago  was  reduced  during  Si  1  approxi- 

mately one  and  three-fourths  million  pounds.  September 
storage  withdrawals  were  Dearly  three  million  pounds  greater 
than  during  September,  1923,  and  from  this  standpoint  condi- 
tions were  rather  more  encouraging  to  dealers.  However,  since 
the  1st  of  October  the  tendency  toward  a  reduction  in  surplus 
ms  to  be  reversing  itself  somewhat.  This  conclusion  is 
based  upon  withdrawals  in  tin-  2ti  cities  which  continue,  but 
not  in  a  volume  necessary  materially  to  decrease  the  surp

Carload  Prices  of  Hay  and  Straw  per  Ton  at  Important  Markets  October  18,  1924 
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Demand  for  FeedstufTs  Conlinues  Light 

Excellei  ■  a' her  for  fall  pasturage  in  mosl  sections  of  the 
country  during  the  week  October  11-18  had  a  tendency  to  ch<  ck 
the  demand  from  the  small  consuming  trade  as  well  as  from 
mixers.  Purchases  were  almost  entirely  for  small  lots  to  meet 
spot  or  quick  shipment.  .Mixers  complained  of  a  lull  in  the  de- 
mand for  their  manufactured  feed*  which  was  largely  due  to 
the  excellenl  pastures  and  the  approaching  movement  of  new 
crop  corn. 

Prices  for  mosl  feedstuffs  eased  off  as  a  result  of  this  lack  of 
buying  interest.  Fortunately  for  the  market,  the  offerings  by 
mills  and  resellers  were  not  heavy,  stocks  being  apparently  in 
nd-'. 

It   v:  however,  that  with  the  decline  in  the  coarse 

grain  markets  some  of  the  speculative  operators  who  were 
buying  quite  extensively  during  the  past  few  weeks  [osl  some  of 
'.heir  enthusiasm  and  reduced  their  bids. 

It  is  usually  during  the  month  of  October  when  milling  oper- 
ations  teach  their  peak  that  offerings  are  exceedingly  heavy. 
This  year  conditions  are  somewhat  different,  the  bulk  of  the 
Oetober  output  of  mills  having  been  contracted  for  sometime 
ago.     Ast  •  there  is  little  pressure  of  off erings  noted  and  the 

condition  of  the  markets  could  neither  be  described  as  strong 
or  decide*  weak.  A  fair  demand  would  strengthen  prices 
immediately,  while  offers  to  sell  even  a  small  volume  of  feed 
would  have  the  opposite  effect. 

Production  of  most  feedstuffs  and  the  movement  were  good. 
Stocks  were  generally  plentiful. 

I!";.  eds. — Quotations  for  wheal  mill  feeds  were  from 

50  cents  -vl  lower  than  last  week.  The  spread  between  bran 
and  middling-  prices  of  about  $2  per  ton  remained  unchanged. 
Heavy  feeds  were  tirm  with  mill  offerings  of  these  grades  meager. 
The  demand  lor  low  grade  and  clear  flours  has  been  good, 
hence  milling  operations  have  been  adjusted  to  make  a  mini- 
mum amount  of  flour  middlings  and  red  dog.  Flour  middlings 
and  red  dog  were  quoted  at  $32  anil  $39,  respectively,  in  the 
Minneapolis  market  and  wen'  in  good  request.  In  the  Kansas 
Citj  market  bran  for  November  shipment  sold  at  $25  and 
December  shipment  at  "$26.  Supplies  of  wheat  feeds  in  consum- 
ing channels  were  reported  a-  good,  though  not  greater  than 
at.  this  time  i.i-f  year.  Mixers  are  carrying  moderate  stocks  of 
bran  shorts,  and  middlings,  sufficient  to  last  them  for  some  time 
unless  a  better  demand  for  their  product  develops.  Specula- 
tors appeared  well  supplied  both  with  storage  holdings  and  eon- 
tracts  for  future  shipment.  With  quite  an  improvement  in  the 
busi  both  export  and  domestic,  it  was  thought  by 

tic  trade  that  the  milis  are  again  "long"  on  feed  and  possibly 
would  reenter  the  market  in  case  the  demand  for  mixed  ears  of 
flour  and  feed  was  insufficient  to  take  care  of  their  sin-plus. 
Distributing  markets  were  irregular  and  a  wide  range  in  quo-

Weather  conditions  appeared  against  the  heavy  use  of  cotton- 
seed meal  and  little  demand  \  d  from  sections  , 
usually  contract  heavily  at  this  season  of  the  year.  Texas  mills 
were  fairly  well  sold  up  on  slab  cake  but  offerings  from  Okla- 
homa were  very  liberal.  Cake  and  meal  of  -13  per  cent  protein 
content  was  offered  at  $1  1.70  per  ton  in  Kansas  City  for  No- 
vember-December shipment,  these  t  being  even  easier 
than  the  spot  market.  Transit  shipments  were  rather  heavy 
and  difficult  to  place.  Mill  slocks  were  good  and  the  move- 
ment was  light. 

Linseed  cake  and  meal. — The  demand  for  linseed  cake  and 
meal  was  poor.  Offerings  were  extremely  liberal  both  by  mills 
and  resellers.  As  a  result  of  these  conditions  prices  declined 
•S1-S1.50  per  ton.  Production  was  heavy  and  the  fact  tl 
shipping  directions  were  difficult  to  secure  which  made  it 
necessary  for  the  mills  to  reenter  the  market  with  quick  ship- 
ment meal  had  a  very  depressing  effect  on  prices.  Shipments 
were  good.  From  Minneapolis  0,259,723  pounds  of  cake 
meal  were  forwarded  compared  with  4.476,355  during  the  same 
week  last  year.  Inquiries  from  exporters  and  mixed-feed  manu- 
facturers were  light.     The  movement  was  heavy. 

Gluten  feed. — The  demand  for  gluten  feed  was  light.  Offer- 
ings were  liberal.  Resellers  pressed  the  market  with  transit 
stuff  purchased  some  time  ago  which  they  tried  to  dispose  of  at 
discounts  of  $1-$1.50  per  ton  from  mill  prices.  Production  was 
heavy.  A  few'  of  the  larger  mills  were  reported  as  storing  part 
of  their  output  because  of  their  inability  to  place  it,  rather  than 
to  meet  the  competition  from  resellers.  Mill  prices  were  un- 
changed and  the  guaranty  against  lower  prices,  if  any.  on 
date  of  arrival  remained  effective.     The  movement  was  heavy. 

Hominy  feed. — Supplies  of  hominy  feed  were  in  excess  of  the 
demand.  Both  near-by  and  deferred  shipment  offerings  were 
heavy.  Quotations  in  most  markets  were  5(1  cents  per  ton 
lower  than  last  week  but  in  the  absence  of  selling  pressure 
prices  held  fairly  firm.  Yellow  and  white  hominy  feed  were 
offered  at  the  same  price  in  most  markets.  In  Chicago  the 
heavy  offerings  of  white  hominy  made  it  possible  to  secure  it  at 
50  cents-  less  than  was  asked  for  yellow  hominy.  Production 
and  the  movement  were  heavy. 

Alfalfa  meal. — The  alfalfa-meal  market  was  practically  un- 
changed from  last  week.  The  demand  was  mostly  for  No.  2 
meal  arid  that  grade  showed  a  slight  advance  in  a'  few  of  the 
markets.  Moderate  declines  were  reported  in  southwestern 
markets  in  sympathy  with  the  lower  prices  for  hay.  Offerings 
were  only  fair  and  few  mills  eared  to  sell  beyond  30  days  ex<  ept 
wlnre  they  could  get  premiums  high  enough  to  protect  them. 
Choice  meal  was  quoted  in  Chicago  at  $30,  and  No.  2  could  be 
bought  at  $5.50  per  ton  less.  Spot  stocks  and  the  movement 
were  light.

While  potatoes  are  not  a  large  item  in  international  commerce, 
nual  supply  in  producing  countries  has  an  important 
bearing  on  the  demand  for  other  food  crop-.  The  production 
of  potatoes  is  particularly  important  in  the  agricultural  economy 
of  the  countries  of  norl  hern  Europe.  In  addition  to  the  ordinary 
consumption  of  human  I  -arc  extensivelj    used  in 

countries  for  feeding  livestock  and  for  various  industrial 
purposes,  particularly  in  the  manufacture  of  alcohol.  Thus 
by  curtailing  the  amount  of  potatoes  used  industrially  and  for 
feeding,  additional  quantities  arc  made  availabli  -litures 

for  brearl  grains  in  years  of  shortage  in  the  wheal  and  rye  crop-.
